JourneyiuK 
by  air  in  Europe  is  as  much  a  mat- 
ter of  course  as  travel  by  rail  te 
this  country. 

flone  of  the  ships  carry  as  many 
as  twenty-eigth  persams.  Aecomo- 
dations  approximate  in  comfort  the 
Pullman  accomodations  in  thi.s 
country  The  planes  have  easy,  re- 
clining t  hairs;  excellent  meaLs  are 
served,  and  many  of  the  ships  have 
bars.  The  rail  may  be  mlMtef,  llUt 
scenery  take.s  lUs  place. 

There  are  several  great  trunk 
lines— the  French  itoee.  the  Duteh 
(KJ^M.)  lines  from  Parte  to  Am- 
sterdam and  Malmo,  Sweden;  the 
great  Oeiman  Luft  Hansa  Sygtem 
wbioh  virtually  covers  all  'luraiw. 
and  of  dourae  there  is  the  Impertal 

Airways  operating  between  Paris 
and  Lorulon  and  London -Cologne 
and  Basle. 

I  used  all  these  trunk  lines  and 
innumerable  shorter  routes.  One 
particularly  interesting  trip  was  a 
3,000-mile  air  Journey  through  the 
Scandinavian  coimtries,  and  around 
and  across  the  Baltic.

I  doubt  if  any  American  train 
service  could  have  taken  us  the  same 
distance  with  such  unfailing  punc- 
tuality. The  big  ships  rode  un- 
waveringly through  storms;  radio 
direction  finders  steered  them  un- 
erringly through  fog  and  night, 
compaKses  and  charts  seemed  in- 
fallible, a.s  did  pilots  and  mechani- 
cians working  as  impersonally  a.s 
the  in.struments  under  their  hands. 

Noise  is  being  rapidly  choked  to 
a  minimum  and  we  talked  easily 
across  the  ausle  of  the  luxurious  car.

It  has 
more  than  d  .uhled  taxation  receipts  in  ten  years  and 
the  population  of  the  Provmce  in  that  period  has  not 
iBcrcaMd  bjrmore  than  tWMtjr  par  cent.  It  has  been 
KUiltv  >f  ex{>enditure»  far  in  excess  of  what  should 
have  been  incurred  in  the  provision  of  public  works. 
-m  «  laeritably  the  eate  wbaa  friends  of  a  govera- 
nirnt  are  awarded  contracts,  and,  because  they  are 
Inends,  are  allowed  to  exceed  their  own  original  e»- 
ihiales  or  the  e»timatet.<f-<lir  PuMit  Works'  - en- 
gineers. Waste  and  extravagance  have  been  factors 
in  increasing  taxation.  Unnecessary  public  works, 
dev^'ia  the  hope  of  attracting  votes  to  the  Liberal 
Party,  have  also  assisted  in  the  prootia -af  J9CMMBg 
the  burden*  of  the  people  as  a  whole. 

White  llliwe  •»  tuHMu  politic*  aad  where  co- 
teries and  cliques  demand  a  quid  pro  quo  for  polit- 
ical support,  it  it  impossible  to  hold  the  expenditures 
of  govemrocBl  vrithin  the  realm  of  ecooomy.  The 
present  Government,  through  the  activities  of  a  num- 
hrr  of  lU  supporters,  has  been  engaged  for  the  past 
decade  in  building  up  a  political  machtae  the  like  of 
which  has  never  been  known  in  the  hiMory  of  this 
Province.  It  has  been  extended  through  every  realm 
of  the  service  by  a  procaaa  of  uadilutcd  patronage. 
Those  who  have  taken  part  in  general  elections  and 
by-elections  know  something  of  lU  ramihcations, 
though  we  doubt  if  anyone,  outside  the  peirtons  di- 
recdy  instrumental  in  forging  the  .weapon,  is  aware 
of  its  magnitude.  What  the  people  should  learn  in 
time  is  the  effect  it  is  having  on  the  fottunes  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  It  is  the  political  machine  with  its 
activities,  far  more  than  any  legitimate  Inorcase  in 
population  of  the  Province,  thai  is  responsible 
increasing  taxation  to  an  undue  extent  in  this 
.  rovince.  Its  sinister  shadow  has  disturbed  the 
ethics  of  political  rule,  as  was  dearly  shown  in  the 
evidence  submitted  at  receat  coamiissions  of  inquiry, 
and  the  Government's  evasion  of  any  desire  to  pro- 
vide legislation  which  would  make  it  compulsory  on 
all  parties  to  show  the  origin  of  their  eanpaign  funds. 

The  factors  we  have  noted  are  among  those  which 
call  for  condemnation  of  the  Liberal  Government  and 
ill  a/dM^H.  It  was  on  the  campaign  cry  of  breaking 
■pa  political  machine  that  the  late  Mr.  H.  C.  Brew- 
tlar  and  his  Liberal  supporters  were  elected  to  power 
in  British  Cohuabia  in  1 9 1 6.  With  the  death  of  Mr. 
Brewster  a  new  political  machine  was  called  into  ex- 
istence, patronage  has  been  practised  unabashed 
throughout  the  Government  senfiee  and  an  auriferous 
shower  has  been  poured  down  upon  the  "faithful  "  to 
consolidate  their  mterests  with  the  fortunes  of  the 
Liberal  Party.  The  net!  ekelioa.  whenever  it  is  held, 
will  be  the  "People  vs  ihr  Politiral  Machine."  and 
the  sooner  the  issue  is  joined  the  better  it  will  be  for 
the  wdftiu  aad  the  cause  of  food  g^immoA  in

The  visiting  British  newspaperman  who  says  the 
Canadian  people  talk  too  mudi  about  their  country 
and  themselves  has  probably  told  us  an  unpalatable 
truth.  Il  is  a  failing  with  our  public  speakers  to 
voice  the  praises  of  their  country  and  a  warning  that 
self  praise  is  no  recommendation.  After  all  iIk 
country  speaks  for  itself.  Its  resources  are  on  such 
a  scale  and  so  self-evident  that  they  do  not  need  the 
laodadaa  of  its  inhabitants  As  the  visiting  British 
newspaperman  has  pointed  out,  those  who  come  from 
foreign  countries  and  from  the  Motherland  "have 
eyes  to  see  for  themselves  what  a  marvelous  couBlrj 
Canada  is  and  how  resourceful  and  energetic  its  peo- 
ple are."  Praise  of  that  character  is  worth  all  the 
Itadaiions  that  can  be  uttered  by  oursahua  about 
ourselves  and  the  Dominion's  resources.

(  anadian  history  is  likely  to  deny  that  as  far  as  the 

Lnglish-speakii^i  praviaces  of  Caoad^  fre  coacerned 
the  great  unifying  force  has  bceK  the  Imperial  senti- 
ment. 1  he  French  of  Quebei  in  i  mifrd*  i  ah>>ii  days

It  IS  not  surprising,  howcver,  that  the  growth  of 
Canadian  nationalistic  sentiment  should  appear  first 
and  (hieRy  in  Quebec.  To  the  English-speabng 
Canadian  the  National  Anthem  sung  by  his  feHow- 
subjects  throughout  the  I  ■r  i  ..r  has  very  adequately 
expressed  his  political  irriutK  as  a  general  thing.  He 
made  ao  effort  to  devise  a  new  symbol  of  poKlical 
aspiralioa  and  Krhef.  "'T  he  Maple  Leaf"  was  pop- 
ularly sung  br(  ause  it  breathes  the  very  spirit  of  im- 
periahst  sentiment  Of  course  it  made  hut  little  appeal 
to  Quebec.  I  hr  patriotic  feeling  of  that  province 
finds  expression  in  the  winged  words  of  "O  Canada." 
There  has  been  mach  controversy  over  the  BMtils  of 
the  rival  English  versions  of  this  noble  anthem.  The 
disputants,  however,  can  coridally  agree  in  this,  that 
iiie  uiiguiai  pociB  V  Twr  su|m.i  nr  to  •my  iraasraiMn  or 
paraphrase.  The  losses  due  to  translation  are  con- 
siderable. Very  fortunately  there;  is  hardly  a  High 
School  boy  or  girl  in  Canada  who  is  aeft  acquaialad 
with  this  fine  poem.  It  is  commonly  learned  and 
sung  in  High  Schools  as  one  of  the  classroom  exer- 
cises of  the  French  lesson  period  and  a  considerable 
number  of  adult  citi/ens  know  and  admire  it 

During  the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebrations  hundreds 
of  addresses  wort  delivered  nvhich  appropriately 
urged  u|>on  Canadians  the  importance  of  national 
unitv  and  national  amity.  There  is  no  shadow  of 
doimt  these  appeals  evoked  a  geaetOMs  response  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  all.  It  is  easy  to  recall  cer- 
tain periods  m  Canadian  history  when  personal,  social 
and  political  relations  between  French  and  English 
were  less  kmdiy  and  cordial  than  at  present.  There 
are  still  to  be  found,  no  doubt,  some  traces  here  and 
there  of  religious  and  racial  intolerance,  and  there 
may  be  a  few  ill-advised  people  who  would  foster 
aad  perpetuate  the  same,  but  the  old.  unhappy  atti- 
tude of  watchful  aiistTust  and  suspicion  which  once 
prevented  a  true  union  of  hearts  is  loaf  out  of  date. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  any  gesture  of  friendliness 
which  would  appeal  more  strongly  to  the  people  of 
Quebec  Province  than  the  singing,  by  their  fellow- 
citizens  of  British  origin,  of  the  French  words  of  "O 
Canada"  at  public  gatherings.  It  is  commonly  said 
that  nothing  cost!  ms  and  pays  better  dividends  in 
social  life,  in  business  affairs,  and  even  in  interrta- 
tional  relations  than  courtesy.  The  French,  pre- 
eminently a  polite  people,  are  by  attura  ciuickly 
responsive  to  and  appreciative  of  the  same  quality  in 
others.  The  goodwill  expressed  by  such  a  practice 
as  is  here  suggested  would  accomplish  amre  for 
national  unity  and  national  amity  in 
much  legislation  and  many  prayers.

Abojre  all.  we  should  make  a 
strong  effort  to  ootmteract  the 
pernicious  Anglophobic  propaganda, 
which,  throu^  tbemodiuB^  of  tbe 
movies  and  newmapaia  and 
perlodlcaLi  from  south  of  the  in- 
ternational boundary,  has  per- 
meated Canada  from  Halifax  to 
Victoria.

A  ooropromlae  has  been  reached 
in  respect  to  the  demand  of  the  fhe- 
men  for  a  ten-dollar-a-month  raise.

It 
was  not  yet  known  how  much  would 
be  required  for  the  superannuation 
of  firemen,  he  stated.  Taking  the 
junior  firemen's  salary  of  $110  a 
month,  this  three-dollar  Inereaae 
would  amount  to  nothinK  more  or 
leas  than  contributing  three-quar- 
tesis  of  their  eoe|  to««rd  mpeeannu- 
atlon.  ^ 

AMerman  Woodward  eontended 
that  the  ftreifaen  had  a  perfect  right 
to  take  the  question  to  a  board  of 
conciliation  "And  we  would  not 
get  ofT  so  lightly  a.s  in  thi.s  agree- 
ment.' ho  stated  New  Westmin- 
ster firemen  were  given  a  ten-doUa* 
ralae  this  year  with  a  five-dollar 
inereaae  to  follow  next  year.  The 
Vancouver  wage  scale  is  consider- 
ably higher  than  ours  These  mat- 
ters would  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion by  the  hoard,  '  he  stated. 

Alderman  Holme.s  contended  that 
what  tUcmrii  ijet  in  otlier  cities 
should  not  influence  what  thi.s  city 
pays.  His  contention  was  that  if 
the  firemen  were  not  getting  a  fair 
wage  the  matter  shouM  be  taken  to

Tbe  Mayor  expreaaed  the  opiiuon 
that  the  flre  wardens  had  made  a 
vtvy  satisfactory  agreement.  Pire- 
men  iinder  the  superannuation  act 
were  only  empl^fed  up  to  the  age 
ef  tlXy  years.  Ineie  were  very  few 
Urms  who  wanted  firemen  at  that 
age.  as  their  vocation  did  not  Rive 
them  an  opportunity  to  qualify  for 
ether  positions  in  life.

The  oplnlan  la  fairly  leneral  that 
Vb»  North  Saa  la  being  overflahed. 
and  for  bsbm  jreara  Brltldi  trawlers 
have  been  turnlaf  tnoreaalntly  to 

more  distant   waters,  consequently 

much  of  the  flah  that  le  landed  Is 
not  in  the  best  condition. 

It  IS  the  opinion  that  stability  in 
wholesale  prices  is  me  key  to  rt-" 
ductlon  in  retail  prices  and  In  in- 
creased consumption.  Under  exit- 
ing flnnrtttlnna>  laeah.  flab,  aauat  be 
marketed  taninedlately  after  land- 
ing; this  causes  alternate  ghlta  and 
shortages.  If  supplies  MuM  be 
stored  even  for  a  few  days  without 
deterioration  the  trade  conditions 
would,  be  revolutionlaed. 

The  Canadian  shipper  of  fresh 
fish  meantime  cannot  possibly  fore- 
teU  the  prtoe  in  tbe  Britlib  whole- 
sale maifeet.  It  la  usslaw  for  him 
to  send  large  and  Irregtilar  sup- 
plies and  market  them  quickly  in 
the  manner  ciistomary  in  the  Brit- 
ish industry,  I  e,  in  ice  The  result 
would  Ik>  to  breal(  the  marliel  to 
the  detriment  of  him.self  and  the 
Brilisli  trade  He,  too,  needs  regu- 
larity ;and  stability,  and  this  can 
only  be  atuined  by  sending  the  best 
quall^  suitably  pceaarvad,  and  mar- 
ketlng  them  giadnally. 

The  conunittee  by  this  does  not 
intend  to  convey  the  impression  that 
prime  fresh  fish  boxed  in  ice  and 
shipped  In  refrlRerated  chambers 
frnni  I'anada  cannot  be  landed,  in 
the  Britlsli  marketa  in  good  condi- 
tion, but  It  does  warn  the  trade 
against  the  hazard  Involved  in  tliat 
method  of  shipment. 

It  Is  noted  that  development  in 
sea  fishing  for  whlteflah  In  Oreat 
Btntaln  haa  taken  tbe  form  of  in- 
creased use  of  the  steam  trawler, 
chereas  in  CaiUMla  fishing  by  hook 
and  line  is  most  favored.  It  Is  fur- 
ther noted  that  fish  taken  by  line 
is  less  liable  to  Intury  than  tJiat 
taken  by  steam  trHwlcr  and  as 
many  of  the  line  vessels  and  boats 
and  tiielr  fish  on  the  day  of  catch- 
ing it  Is  brought  to  shore  In  prime 
-onditlon.

Nova  SeoUa,  where  the  methods  of 
brine  freeelng  fish  are  being  tested 
and  demonstrated  .Some  work  of 
this  nature  has  al.so  been  done  In 
Oreat  Britain  at  the  Low  Tempera- 
ture Research  Institute  at  Cam- 
bridge, but  that  institute  suffers 
from  the  disadvantage  of  having  an 
inland  location.
